The Lost Ship CUrest of the Wave—The Terrl-
ble Fate eof All on Board-Three Bodlos

Found and thelr Barial.

Only brief despatches concerning the wreck
of the ship Crest of the Wave on a reef
near Cobb's Island, and the announcement of
the loss of all on board, have heen given up to
this time, The ship salled from Liverpool on
the 8th of March Iast, bound to Baltimore, with
a cargo of 600 toms of salt and 500 tons of gone-
ral merchandise, although It has been reported
she was laden principally with raillroad

iron, 8he was bullt In Warren, Me., in
1854, of M0 tons buorthen, commanded by
Captain  Jones and owned by his bro-
ther Alexander Jones, of Enst Baltimore, The

story of the furlons gale that tore the vassel's
gnlle from thelr fasteniogs, the heavy scoas that
wished ber decks, the relentless woves that
dushed her staunch hull on the rocks, the eriti-
cal moment when the erew and officers took to
the boats to save thelr lives, and were dashed
gusplog, strargliog, into the watery gull, will
never be told.  Thelr sufferings of body and
avxiety of mind, counld they be known, would
undoubtedly fill another page of terror in the
huge volume of the terrible ordeals, the
beroism and deaths of noble men and women on
the deep een, that n thousand times has sent
the shaits of anguish into the souls of the civil-
jzed world.

One coneolation remaling, poor thongh it he—
that a portion of the bodies of the crew have
been washed nashore and received Christinn
burial at the hands of humane men. Besides
the three bodies found—whbich show that the
experiences they passed through before death
were terrible—there have been washed ashore
on Cobb's lsland quantities of women's and
children’s clothing, leading those who picked
them up to believe that, with the hardy mariners
who suffered the fearful death of drowning, de-
licate women and tender bables were among
them as Ll‘-nswngt-rs and met the same fate.

The additioual particulars relating to the
wreck and the finding and burial of four bodies
were recelved yesterday by letter by Captain L.
J. Merritt, of the Coast Wrecking Company.
His correspondent, Mr. John Caulk, ngent of
the Board of Underwriters of New York, and
Deputy Collector at Chincotengue Inlet, Virgi-
nia, digscovered the vessel on the 13th lnst., while
in the discbarge of his duty. Those who had
friends on board the unfortunate ship will be
¥Iad in the hour of their grief to learn that any

nurther detalls than the letter containsg desired
by them, at this or any future time, will be given
without a moment's delay.

Mr. Caulk's letter is as follows:—

ON BoARD CUTTER ADMIT, OFF NowTn END Hoa
TSLAND, ATLANTIC COAST, April 18, 1870, —Captain I,
J. Merritt, Coast Wrecking Company, New York—
Dear Sir:—0On & erulse this day to visit a vessel
ashore near Cobb Island, loaded with coffee, I fouand
the ship Crest of the Wave, of Baltimore, from
Liverpool, with rallroad iron, ehina-ware, ete,, sunk
and all hands drowned. The ship {8 on her beam
end, heading south, with port alde out at low water,
and spars and yards visloie, Sue lled va A reef eas
of north end of Hog Island, one and a half miles
from the beach, In the south pass of Little Matcha-
pungo inlet, twe and a half fathoms of water at low
I.iuc.lmm keel off shore and deck in towards the
bench,

I went ashore on the {sland at once, just below
the wreck, and found four dead bodies had been
picked up by the Messra, Cobb brothers and Mr.
Doughty, ans hnmanely buried by them. One of the
dead wis @ large, stout man, whose weight was
tho nght to be two hundred and twenty-flve pounds,
and thirty years of age. From cirenustances it was
gupposed thut he was the master of the snip, Cap-
tain Jones. The gentlemen above referred to, and
others on Cobb's Island, deserve much credit for
the care they have taken to bury the bhodles, so that
they can be removed at lelsure when reqalred by
their friends. They will do all In thelr power to
ausist in their removal if requested,

Two boats came in at the inlet at Hog Island—
ship's yawl and captain’s glg—which were snpposed
to have come from the ili-fatea vessel, To anil ap-
pearauces the crew had mauned the boats to reach
the sliore, when they filled lo the terrible sea and al
were lost, This will account for the bodies being
found, as was the case, eight or ten miles south of
the wrecked ship,

Aly intormation in the future relative to the ves-
felor 1o the dead will be freely given to !ts owners
and the friends of the crew or passengers,

The apparel of ladies and children was picked up
npon jlog Island, and the supposition 18 thut there
were both lndies and ekildren on hoard, No other
bodies than those mentioned have been pieked up
on Cobh's lslsnd, Respectfully, Joan CAUL,

Arrest for Participnilon la a Marder Four
Yenrs Xlwr the Urime.

The Washington Star of 1ast evening saysi—

Our readuers 8o doubt remember he exeoution at
Mariboro, Prince George's county, Md,, on the 2d
duy of November. 1866, of four colored men—Wwn,
Plater, Henry Luckett, Willlam Jones, and Henry
Davis—who were trled and convicted of the murder
of Colonel Willlam Lyles, near Fort Washington, on
the Potomac, in the month of June of the same year,
The murder W&s 8 very atroclous ope, and was
golely for the purpose of robbery, The four men
above mentioned, with another pamed Henry or
Nimrod Richards, went to the houose of
Colonel Lyles and asked for lodgiogs, and
were directed to an ont-louse, a4 former
quarter for  slaves, where they  wera
tuld they conid remain until morning. They retired ;
but, according to the confession of Plater, made
shortly after nis convietlon (on the 6th of Septem-
ber), instead of going to the shelter pointed out to
them they Isid down in the grass, having agreed
that Eichards shoula give the word for an attack on
tiic inmates of the house, in order (o ablain posses-
8l nof the woney they believed o be o i, About
miouight the word was given, and the par y burst
open the door of the house and commanced fring
on the inmuates, Colonel Lyles was shot In bed. Mrs,
Lyles escaped. The parties thon robbed the houss of
maney and valuables, including from §1200 to 1500
in Virginia bank bills. Some weeks afterwards one
of the criminals offered seme of this money atn

banking house in Alexandris, and the police
of that city, from the cing thus oblained,
soon arrested the four mean named

Huled Ont—sSpeech of the Prisoner’s Counnel,
The feature of yesterday's proceedings in the

McFarland trial in New York was the speech of

Mr. Graham upon the death-bed nuptials at the

Agtor House. Mr, Graliam could not convinee

the Recorder, and the testimony was excluded,

There,
Al that fearful and dizey helght, she atood gazin
about for a quarter of an hour, Then she selze
firmly by the rope lowered to her, and leaped into
the alr, The strong arme gradoally lowered ler,
and when ehe was abont thirty feet from the ground
gherelaxed her hold and fell upon the beds below,
and although stunned she was taken up uniojured.
